El Paso, Texas, June 18.—The suc- 


cess or failure oi the constitutional- 
ist cause depends upon a complete 
settlement of the differences between 
General Carranza, political head of 
the Mexican revolutionists, and Gen- 
eral Villa, his chief military leader, 
in the opinion of prominent members 
of both factions 
here 
who today 


anxiously awaited developments fol- 
lowing the dispatch last night, of a 
joint appeal for harmony to both 
leaders. 


With the belief general here in con- 


stitutionalist circles that the federals 
at Zacatecas have been reinforced re- 
cently and that they are determined 
to defend the city to the last, the hope 
of speedy capture of this important 
point is far from bright. Only imme- 
diate action on the part of the com- 
bined available constitutionalist force 
will accomplish this, in the estima- 
tion of the revolutionary leaders. 


The rumor that the cargo off the 


steamship "Antilla, which was landed 
for the constitutionalists at Tampico 
a fortnight ago, had fallen into the 
hands of Villa's 
lieutenants, 
has 


served to intensify the feeling of un- 
easiness. Hopes of a settlement 
of 


the reported ibreech are based upon 
the concejled appeal-of 
leaders in 


both factions to bury all drfterences 
for the advancement of plans to over- 
throw the Huerta government. 


General Venustiano Carranza and 


General Francisco Villa failed to da- 
'ny that their relations had reached a 
breaking point. Neither did agents 
of the constitutionalist leader nor his 
field commander attempt to give rea- 
sons for the torceful ousting yester- 
day of all Carranza appointees in the 
office at Juarez by Villa's supporters'. 


Partisans of both Villa and Car- 


ranza were unable to get an official ex- 
pression from Coahulla, where Car- 
ranza, has established himself, from 
Torrebn, where Villa evidently re- 
mained, i 


The employees of the Juarez cus- 


toms house and telegraph office were 
sent south on a special tram. They 
were reported as having been placed 
by Villa's officers in the state peni- 
tentiary at Chihuahua. 


It was not denied from any source 


that Villa's soldiers had taken over 
the entire fabric of civil government 
that heretofore had been manipulated 
iby Carranza's cabinet officers.

Anti-Christian Uprisings 


May Jeopardize Safety 


Of U. S. Citizens In Smyrna

Constantinople, Turkey, June 18. 


—-ilenry Morgenthau, United States 
ambassador to Turkey today 
sent 


'Hoffman Phillip, secretary of the em- 
bassy, ,to Smyrna to ascertain 
the 


position there of American citizens 
•who might be placed in danger by 
the threatened anti-Christian rising 
in (Asia Minoc. 


Turkish refugees from Macedonia, 


who assert that they have been driv- 
en put by the Greeks have arrived in 
considerable numbers on the Asiatic 
coast, where they have taken posses- 


sion of entire villages deserted by 
their former Greek inhabitants, who 
have crossed over to the islands of 
Chios and Mirylene. 


There has been some pillaging in 


the district along the coast' of Asia 
minor and altogether the position 
there is^generally regarded as a dan- 
gerous one, although Turkish 
offi- 


cials are using great efforts to keep 
the people in check. 


At the same time preparations are 


being made by the Turkish authori- 
ties to meet any possible Greek at- 
tack. The Turkish minister of war 
has gon.e to Smyrna and the Turkish 
troops have planted mines at the en- 
trance to the gulf.

POSITION IS DEFENDED 


Regarding United States In 


sistence on Appointment 
of Provisional President 
Selected From Constitu- 
tionalist Party in Mexico.

Niagara, Falls, Ont., June 18.—Jus- 


tice Lamar was at work early today 
on a reply to the statement 
issued 


last night by Emilio Rabasa, of the 
Mexican delegation, but waited word 
from President Wilson and Secretary 
Bryan as to whether it 
should be 


made public. 


Mr.Tlabasa's statement was a para- 


phrase of a memorandum given to 
the American delegates last Friday 
criticising their plan for the estab- 
li^hment of a provisional government. 
The statement declared that insist- 
ence by the United States on a con- 
stitutionalist for provisional president 
would be "tantamount to abetting and 
even exacting fraud and violence at 
the elections." 


There was a great deal of specula- 


tion as to the reason for publishing 
the Mexican statement at this time. 
The American delegates were not ot- 
fended but they thought that notice 
of publication of the substance of the 
memorandum to which a reply had 
already been given should have been 
conveyed to them so that a response 
could have been 
published at 
the 


same time. 


In the Mexican statement no ref- 


erence was made to the-fact that the 
American delegates had replied. 


While itr was said in some quarters 


that the action of the Mexican dele- 
gation savored of . discourtesy, the 
American delegation felt that the re- 
sponsibility for any ill 
effect upon 


negotiations that might be produced 
by airing an exchange of personal 
opinions in the press, the 
responsi- 


bility would fall on the Huerta dele- 
gates. 


It was made known that the Ameri- 


can delegation answered almost' im- 
mediately the memorandum received 
from Mr. Rabasa. The response was 
considered by the American delegates 
as an adequate defense of the position 
they had assumed toward the estab- 
lishment of a new provisional gov- 
ernment 
It is said to declare that 


the Mexican delegation had not taHen 
Into consideration the fact that the 
United States had no candidate lor 
permanent 
president ot Mexico and 
that under no circumstances would 
the American government be a party 
to any influence on the elections of 
any country. 


Its preference for a constitutional- 


ist for provisional president was due 
wholly to the conviction that a man 
from, that party must be taken in or- 
der to insure the disarmament of all 
factions that otherwise Avould men- 
ace the new Mexican government il 
a man not satisfactory to the consti- 
tutionalists should be installed in 
place of Huerta. 


The position of the' American gov- 


ernment is that an agreement be- 
tween the United States and Huerta 
on a neutral would be valuless un- 
less the great body of constitutional-

Held declined 1.72 per cent., or 452,- 
876 barrels in 1913, compared with 
1912. 
Figures toy the geological sur- 


vey today showed that the total out- 
put in ]913 was 
25,885,640 
barrels 


against 26,338,510 barrels in. the pre- 
ceding year. The value of the product 
however, was $63,619,077, an increase 
of 48.5S per fent over 1912. 
The av- 


erage price per barrel increased from 
$1.63 
in 1932 to $246 in 1913. 


The increase in. the price of petro- 


leum which began at the end of 1912, 
resulted in stimulating drilling activ- 
ity in all the 
Appalachian 
states 


which embrace Ohio, New York, Penn- 
sylvania. West Virginia 
and Ken- 


tucky. 


Ohio's production declined 
from 


8,969,007 barrels to 8,781,468, or about 
2.09 per cent, but the value increased 
from 45.1 per cent, or from $12,055,- 
998 to $17,538,452.

The first class dining saloon of the 


Kaiser 
"Wilhelm 
II. 
was badly- 


drenched with water and the pass- 
engers were compelled to take their 
breakfast today in a saloon 'on .the 
upper deck. 
' ~ 


A. G. iBames of Chico, Calif., a 


passenger on the Kaiser Wilhelm II. 
said: 


"I was in my cabin when I heard, 


a sound like the Teport of a cannon. 
My steward entered immediately af- 
terwards and began speaking excit- 
edly. I said, for God's sake get out 
of here,' as 'I wanted to dress but he 
caught hold of me and pushed me 
out, saying they were closing 
the 


water tight compartments and that 
if I did not hurry I would "be" shut 
in. 


"When I reached the deck 1 found 
the first and second class passengers: 
behaving very coolly out there was 
great excitement among the steerage 
passengers. The women were crying 
and the men running about aimlessly 
waiving their hands. 


"One woman who I believe -was an 
Italian threw her arms around my 
neck and I had to force her off. 


"I cannot understand just how the 


collision occurred because our fog 
signal was sounding all the 
time. 


We had come almost to a standstill 
and had started moving again when 
we were struck.

steamships have, in the last two days 
reported difficulties varying in seri- 
ousness from sharp collision to the 
comparatively mild accident of run- 
ning as'hore. This wave of accidents, 
which comes as a sort,'of aftermath 
of the Empress of Ireland disaster, 
'has -been due, -generally speaking to 
fog.

.: The first accident reported yester- 
day was the running aground of the 
hospital ship Maine on the Firth of 
Lome, on the west coast of-Scotr 
land, the ship was seriously damaged 
and 'her crew ah'd 'passengers,

cluding a large number'of patients, 
were removed. 


". Qn the 'heels of this misadventure 
•comes the report of a collision 
be- 


tween the North German Lloyd liners 
-Kaiser Wilhelm II., and the Liver- 
pool Grainx steamer Incemore, in the 
English channel. 
Wilhelm II., car- 


rying a' thousand 
passengers was 


forced to retreat to •Southampton 
with a'huge hole in her side; With 
a 'badly crumpled bow and her fore 
peak rapidly filling with'water, the 
Incemore managed to 
crawl 
into
